IRON ORE IN JAPAN. 


That Nation Is Now Om of the RlokMt 


Iron Yielding Countries. 


The Japanese ire investigating the 


extentof the iron bearing strata of their 
country with encouraging results. The 
best mine thus far discovered is that of 
Kamavahi in Iwate prefecture, which, 
according to Professor Noro and another 
expert, is capable of yielding about 29,- 
000,000 tons. The Seonin mine, also in 
the same prefsotnre, la supposed to con- 
tain half a million tons, and the Akai- 
wa mino in Niigata prefecture is pnt 
down for 1,360,000 tons. Many other 
mines have also been discovered in 
Iwaki, Bhinauo, Kyushu and so forth. 
In abort, Japan may be considered as 
one of the richest iron yielding conn- 
tries in the world. Moreover, the ore 
found there ia not inferior in quality to 
the imported metal. 


Already the Osaka arsenal has substi- 


tuted homemade oast iron for imported. 
The arsenal has farther found that Jap- 
anese iron can be mado into steel of a 
quality so excellent that it is expected 
by and by to excel tbo imported article. 
The results of experiments conducted at 
the Yokcwuka dockyard confirm those 
Obtained in the arsenal. By substituting 
Japanese iron for imported there wonld 
be a great saving of expense even in the 
matter of transportation, for the freight 
of caft iron represents 75 per cent of its 
cost, that of wrought iron a? per cent, 
and that of steel about 40 per cent.

Telegraph System Complete and 


the 
Officers 
Familiar 


with Its Use. 


ALL THE ROOMS REWATED. 


Neat, Clean and Orderly from Top to Bot- 


tom. A Well Filled Store Room. The 


Officers Proud of Their 


Excellent Quarters. 


The police station is quite an interesting 


place these days, for In addition to the In- 
cidents that wilt help to while away half 
an hour at almost any time, there is to be 
seen the new police telegraph system, or 
so much of it as is located in the station 
house, and the general working of which 
has already been described In these col- 
umns. It Is now in full working order 
and the officers have become familiar with 
its use. Ed ward Rogers of the Game well 
company has been here for several days 
putting on tbe finishing touches and In- 
structing the officers in the use of the sys- 
tem, which will be formally turned over 
to the city In a few days. By the use of 
this system the whereabouts of each pa- 
trolman Is known at all times and they oan 
communicate with the station at any time 
by telephone. 
A patrol wagon is the 


only thing nSeded to complete the outfit 
and this will doubtless be provided In due 
time. For tbe present a wagon will be 
furnished by Liveryman; Plagg in respons'e 
to calls. Tbe desk is in the Captains 
office on the first floor, and 'the batteries 
for the telegraph system and fire alarm 
are located in the room on the other side 
of the hall, which was formerly used as a 
storeroom for seized liquors. 


All the rooms in the station are under- 


going a thorough renovation. New paint 
and kalsomlne have been applied," the 
cells have been whitewashed and the ap- 
pearance of the place when the work is 
done, which will be very soon, will be 
much neater and better than ever before. 


At the present time there is in the 


storeroom an unusually large quan- 
tity of wines, liquors beer and cider, 
the

raids 


instituted by Chief 
Kendall, 
These 


goods have all been forfeited to the state, 
and it will be nsccssary to ship them to 
Boston before long if any more raids are 
to be made, or to open another room for 
storage, as this one contains about all it 
will hold. In some parts of the room the 
casks are piled almost to the celling. 


The officers are proud of their quarters 


and well they may be, for there is prob- 
ably not a better appointed police station 
in aipr city of this size in Massacusetts.

A BOOMERANG BOYCOTT, 


Holiest Labor Misled into an Attempt to In- 


jure One of Its Best Friends 


in the United States, 


THE LABOR ORGANIZATION IMPOSED UPON 


By Misstatements of Would-be Agitators. Outrag- 


eous Means Used to Deceive Honest Men and 


to Inflict a Blow upon Murray Crane,the man 


of National Reputation as the Champion 


of Equal Rights for All. The Unscrup- 


ulous Local Sources of This and 


Other Infamous Attacks. 


The American Federation of Labor, and 


honest labor everywhere was imposed 
upon, insulted and injured, when its Mas- 
sachusetts branch at its meeting in Wor- 
cester was misled by false statements 
into pledging He influence to defeat Win. 
throp Murray Crane of Dalton in his 
candidacy for the lieutenant-governor* 
ship. 
How the Convention W«» Deceived. 
In its report of the meeting the Boston 


Globe said that organizer Chas. H. Wil- 
kins of the typographical union was there 
and that the North Adams typographical 
union 
wanted 
the 
convention 
to 


condemn Mr. Crane because he was 
alleged to bo or to have been a part 
owner of the TRANSCRIPT. The Globe's 
report also said that the delegate from 
North Adams claimed that Mr. Crane 
promised a committee of tbe North 
Adams typographical union that he could 
and would use his influence to effect settle- 
ment of the difficulty, which promise 
he failed to keep. 


Acting upon these statements the con- 


tention was misled into the hasty action 
of adopting a set of resolutions condemn- 
ing Mr. Crane and urging that the officers 
of the federation send out a circular to the 
voters of the state explaining their antag- 
onism to Mr. Crane.

Not Innocently or In Ignoranrr. 


A few days before the convention Mr. 


Crane received a call from a man, presum- 
ably the same delegate from North Adams 
referred to, in regard to this matter. Mr. 
Crane received him with his usual polite- 
ness and listened to his story. 
The 


Boston Record says of this interview that 
Mr. Crane " replied that he had never 
had the slightest pecuniary interest in the 
TBAWSCBIFT, he could do nothing what- 
ever in regard to the internal manage- 
ment of its office. He not only said this 
once, but several times, in spite of the 
intimation received from his visitor that' 
his refusal might be used against him po- 
litically. Mr. Crane replied that however 
that might be he could do nothing about 
it as he absolutely had not a cent's Inter- 
est in the TBANBCBIPT. 


"When his visitor went away Mr. 


Crane made the remark that he did not 
see how it was possible for any one to 
connect him with the management of the 
TRANSCRIPT, and that he thought there 
was more politics in it than anything 
else."

in Worcester in a very bad manner. To 
declare a boycott is seldom if ever justifi- 
able, and so far as this part of the country 
Is concerned, has always resulted to tbe 
benefit of the party against whom it was 
aimed.

Mr. Crane is no more 
responsible than is Governor Wolcottt 
Senator Lodge or even George Fred Wil- 
liams. More than, that, Mr. Crane is and 
has always been the best friend of labor 
in the state. There is not a man in Dal- 
ton who will not testify to his generosity 
to his men, and they love him as they 
would a father. Yet, despite fhis, the 
Federation of Labor declares him to be 
opposed to their interests. 


The action of the federation is an out- 


rage and can hurt no one but the federa- 
tion itself. 
Every workingman who 


knows Mr. Crane; every citizen who 
knows of tbe good he has done the labor- 
ing men, can but decide that all boycotts 
declared by an organization that included 
him in the list, are wrong, and that the 
organization is not fair in any of its ac- 
tions. And for this feeling, the Federation 
of Labor has no one to blame but itself. 


It is unfortunate fgr Colonel Samuel E. 


Wiuslow that the convention of the Fed- 
eration of Labor was held at his home, 
Worcester. No one should consider for a 
moment that there is any connection be- 
tween the aetion of the Federation and 
the fact that Wlnslow lives in Worcester, 
He is an honorable citizen and can be re- 
lied upon to make it plain to every Re- 
publican of the state that he knew noth- 
ing of the intended action aud that he 
qondemns it as unjust and outrageous- 
The Union believes that Colonel Winslow 
will make such a statement, and at once'

TUB FEDERATION OF LABOIt MISLED 


ABOUT ME. CRANE. 


It is unfortunate that those resolutions 


adopted Tuesday by the Federation of La- 
bor at the annual meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts branch in Worcester were not 
brought forward until the last moment, 
because they involved a clear injustice that 
tbe delegates would doubtless like to set 
right in view of the real facts. Somebody 
buncoed the convention, a fact that should 
go far to undo the harm attempted. Or- 
ganized labor cannot afford to be unfair 
to any one, neither does it desire to be, and 
bast of all will Intelligent Massachusetts 
men rest content under'the discovery that 
their confidence has been abused rn this 
way. Tbe net remit Is pretty certain, to 
be a reaction that will do Mr. Crane more 
good than harm. 


It wasresolved in the closing hours of 


the last session that the federation of 
labor "oppose the candidacy of W. Mur- 
ray Crane for the lieutenant-governorship 
on the ground that he has an interest in 
the North Adams TRANSCRIPT, which bag 
bad troubled with organized labor." Now 
Mr. Crane's record as an employer of 
labor is an open book. 
If anybody de- 


sires to know what the people in the 
employ of the Cranes think of their 
employers, fathers and eons.for the record 
of these people as employers of labor is a 
long one, it is only necessary to goto 
Dalton, where the Crane mills have been 
in operation these many years. It will bo 
discovered that very pleasant and helpful 
relations between labor and capital liive 
always existed and still exist there. Local 
labor is very far from being against Mr. 
Crane. 
It respects him, and Indeed 


champions bis cause with ardor. The 
employes in manufacturing establlEi- 
.neuts which Mr. Crane directs are his 
iricnds. How, then, is the anathema of a 


labor convention 
hurled against this 


man? 


The resolution tells us that it is because 


|'he has an Intel est in the North Adams 
'TRANSCRIPT, which has had trouble with 
'organized labor." But Mr. Crane holds 
no such "Interest." Further than that, 
the members of the TRANSCRIPT company 
declare under oath that W. Murray Crane 
never has had any ownership in the 
paper or the business connected with it, 
has never had anything to do with its 
business or editorial management, or any 
power to dictate anything in any way 
concerning its business or editorial affairs, 
and has known of the newspaper's policy 
only as ha may have seen mention of it in 
print. 


This is comprehensive and conclusive, 


and by strength of the truth so declared 
the attempted boycott of Mr. Crane falls 
of its own weight. But this is not all. 
The truth discredits tbe assault made on 
Mr. Crane'in a Wiy to leave a dircc' obli- 
gation on all allied with the federation of 
labor to see that the injustice attempted 
is set right. This is very peculiar business, 
and honest men may be trusted to resent 
trickery of this sort, 


Tbe Source or Thin Ontrncc I i>on 


Labor and of the Unjust Boycott. 
Last March some printers and their em- 


ployers in this city, envious over the fine 
work being sent out by the superintendent 
of the TRANSCRIPT office, stimulated and 
set in motion a plan by which he was to 
be driven out of the city. The plan 
failed. 


The Organizer 1'robably -flRlufortned 


District Organizer Wilkins came here in 


March to see about the printer's trouble 
and we suppose it is the same Mr. Wilkins 
who appeared so prominently in the 
Worcester outrage upon Murray Crane- 
We felt when we met Mr. Wilkins that he 
had been misinformed. We told him we 
were believers in good unions and knew 
their value, but that his work here should 
begin In reorganizing this little local 
union which had fallen under bad influ- 
ences. We believed he was misinformed 
when he was here; he evidently was in 
Worcester.

Work. 


Soon after Mr. Wilkins' departure a 


man named A. C. Thompson came to tbe 
front claiming the title of Secretary 
Adjustment Committee. He was tbe pub- 
'isher of a scurrilous, spasmodic and 
short-lived local sheet called "The Tom 
Cat." He attempted to start a boycotttn 
the TRANSCRIPT. 


He has been flooding the city from time 


to time with defamatory hand bills 
Awong his followers were a handful of 
men who Insulted ladies from thvj office 
on our public streets to the disgrace of our 
city. 


The misstatements made by this man 


have been ro frequent and common that he 
has become known here for just what he is, 
aud his influence among honest, respect- 
able labor amounts to nothing. This we 
suppose is the delegate referred to as com- 
ing from North Adams, who vilified Mur- 
ray Crane and whose false statements 
misled the Federation of Labor into its 
unfortunate blunder. 


A Source Bark or It All. 


Back of this man in his evil work here 


of misleading honest laboring men and 
encouraging him to create strife in this 
community has been tbe Evening Herald, 
as evidenced by its publication of Thomp- 
son's misstatements and their editorial 
sanction and use of them. 


These are the sources of the boycott in 


North Adams and the foul attempt at one 
in Worcester, and these are the influen- 
ces from which they have emanated.

TRANSCRIPT office. It is hardly to be ex 
lucted that such men would scruple at 
tiny means to carry a point, even though 
tlie means be lies told to fellow mem- 
bers of a labor convention, or by cowardly 
insult and terrorization of defenseless 
v omen. It is pitiable that such men can 
hive honest labor's honest name to claim 
03 their own. 
And we declare that

LOSING HER MARKET. 


WHAT FREE TRADE HAS DONE FOR 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


Too Mach Money Is Sent Abroad For For- 


eign Product! — Farmers and Mechanics 
Are Idle— An Amazlae Change In Eng- 
lish Industrial Condition!. 


A conference of the British Iron Trade 


association was held on May 6 at the 
Westminster Palace hotel, in London, 
under the presidency of Sir Alfred Hick- 
man, il. J?. Upon opening the confer- 
ence the president remarked "that the 
question which appeared to be the most 
pressing at1 the' present moment for tha 
British manufacturer, and especially 
the British iron manufacturer, \vas tho 
success of foreign competition." Sir 
Alfred Hiolcman elated that : 
H "The suggestion that the progress of 
a nation was measured by its imports 
•was a heresy which did not require con- 
futing. It was certain that we could 
never become rich by what we bought 
unless we sold again at a profit. We are 
told that the total value of our exports 
was increasing, bat our population was 
increasing also and per head of the pop- 
ulation our exports are decreasing. Our 
exports per head of population, were in 
1890, 
£7 7d., and iu 1894, £5 11s. 2d. 


Our imports into India had decreased no 
lews than 84 per cent, while the imports 
from Germany and Belgium had in- 
creased no less than 700 per cent. " 


Now, the New York Herald has been 


trying to make its readers believe that 
England's prosperity "was measured by 
its imports. " But a hard headed Brit- 
ish business irmn like Sir Alfred Hick- 
man says this is "a heresy which did 
not, require confuting." 
He further 


overthrows The Herald's efforts at "a 
campaign of education" by saying that 
the English "could never become rich 
by what we (they) bought unices we 
(they) sold again at a profit." If British 
business on its free trade basis be such 
a money making game, what necessity 
was there for air Alfred to deplore the 
fact that "our (British) exports are de- 
creasing, " and still further to deplore 
that "the imports (British) from Ger- 
many and Belgium had increased no 
less than 700 per cent?" According to 
The Herald's argument, these larger 
British imports from Germany and Bel- 
gium should have added 700 per cent to 
the wealth of tho British iron trade, 
but Sir Alfred Hiokman says this is 
heresy. 


One of those keen, long headed busi- 


ness men of Scotland, Mr. W. L. Jacks 
of Glasgow, added his testimony to re- 
fute the heresy of The Herald. 
He 


"pointed out that, while in 1871 Great 
Britain supplied over half the pig iron 
of the world; and in 1883 about 40 per 
cent, it only supplied about a quarter 
in 1893, and the tide flowed in the same 
direction. The figures and facts taken 
together, with the steadily decreasing 
use of British coal in Germany, and es- 
pecially with the startling announce- 
ment that Westphalian coal was being 
sold in London, and with the equally 
serious fact that ordinary American pig 
iron was being pretty regularly sold in 
some parts of England, indicated an 
amazing and uncomfortable change in 
our commercial and industrial condi- 
tions. It was not in the law material 
alone tha't these conditions prevailed, 
but in the form of the completed manu- 
facture the same result was observed." 


Here the free traders tell us that 


"free raw material" will enable us ia 
"capture the markets of the world." 
England has the "free raw material, " 
yet she is not only losing her grip uu 
"the inarkats of the world," but the 
markets of tho world have the audacity 
to capture the British market both iu 
coal and manufactured iron goods. The 
Scotch manufacturer was confronted by 
this condition, for he said: 


"Of one thing we might be assured, 


no foreign country had cheaper raw 
material than our own (United King- 
dom). " 


Won't the New York Evening Post 


explain to Mr. W. L. Jacks of Glasgow 
that he is mistaken? Either the Euglisn 
manufacturers have 110 "free raw ma- 
terial" and Mr. Jacks says that "no 
foreign country had cheaper raw ma- 
terial;" or else tho Westphalian coal 
aud American pig iron arc not being 
sold in England, and Mr. Jacks says 
they are ; or else the imports from Ger- 
many and Belgium have not increased 
700 per cent, and Sir Alfred Hiokman 
says they have; or else the British busi- 
ness man's idea of a "heresy" is all 
wrong, and only The Herald and The 
Evening Post of New York are ull right. 


.Perhaps, though, an effort will be 


mado by our free trade friends to extri- 
cate themselves from their dilemma by 
attributing these English protection ar- 
guments to the existence of "enormous 
strikes and lockouts which from time to 
time arose" in the United Kingdom. 
But to acknowledge this as the cause of 
British inability to capture other mar- 
ket* or to hold their own would bo a 
confession that "strikes and lockouts" 
do exist in" a free trade country, whereas 
every free trade paper iu this country 
declares, especially during a politic.^ 
campaign, that "strikes and lockouts'' 
are the outgrowth of a protective tariff 
aud are unknown in free trade countries. 


Our free trade friends will find some 


very interesting conditions here con- 
fronting them. We must confess that 
we should like to read their explana- 
tions. That the failure of free trade in 
England is not alone confined to its 
manufacturing interests is evident from 
the following remarkable 
paragraph 


that appeared in a London paper, The 
Mark Lane Express, of May 11: 


"This is what the country (England) 


needs: Lees money sent abroad to pay 
for foreign grown corn and foreign made 
goods, and consequently more work for 
the British agricultural laborer and me- 
chanic."

Its Cost to the Railroad Laborer and Salt 


Trodueer. 


We huve been shown a letter from a 


Bait dealer giving qnotationei he had re- 
ceived on a certain grade of salt at 
$3.40, f.o.b. dock in Boston. At that 
price, allowing 3 English shillings for 
freight from Liverpool, the Liverpool 
dealer receives practically $2.90 per 
long toil of S, 240 pounds. 


The freights from the western !faw 


York saltfield to Boston are f 2.40 per 
ton of 2,000 pounds, 13 cents per 100 
pounds or (2.69 per ^ong ton; hence, 
to compete with the Englishman, the 
western New York salt producer must 
Boll at 71 cents net per long ton. How 
can he possibly compete? 


The American salt producer and the 


railroad laborer loso employment, and 
the profit goes to Eugland. The English- 
man Bells at $2.09 net. The consumer 
buys salt no cheaper than under protec- 
tion, and the solo result of this free 
trade gift is to lessen the employment 
of American labor.

RESCUE OF THE DOQ. 


New York, Aug. 6.—The German oil 


tank steamer Mannheim in port here 
had an unusual incident during the 
voyage over. About 8 p. m. on July 
27 in midocean a bark apparently sink- 
ing and flying signals of distress was 
sighted. Capt. Ookelm&nn approached 
the derelict as closely as he could and 
sailed around her several times, blow- 
ing the steam-whistle continually, but 
no signs of life at first appeared. 
Finally a large black dog was seen 
rushing frantically about the deck 
and barking in great excitement. Al- 
though there was a dangerous sea 
running, Capt, Ockelmanh decided to 
board the bark and ascertain some de- 
finite particulars about her. He could 
make out her nami to be Ernest and 
that she was German. 
Accordingly a 


boat was lowered and rowed close to 
the bark. 
Taking advantage of a 


favoring lurch of the vessel, the mate 
of the Mannheim managed to scramble 
upon her deck and ran into the cabin 
to ascertain if there was anybody 
left on board. 
It was evident that 


the vessel had been but 
lately 


abandoned, and there were on hand 
evidences of a hasty departure. There 
was no sign of life visible except the 
big black dog, who kept up a joyful 
barking and jumped around the mate 
in the most eager manner. As the ves- 
sel was doomed, there being nearly ten 
feet of water in the hold, the mate de- 
cided to set fire to her so that she 
might not become a menace to naviga- 
tion, as she lay directly in the path 
of the transatlantic liners. A huge 
fire was built in the after-cabin, and 
picking nptke ship's papers and call- 
Ing to the black dog the mate made his 
way over the side and Into the life- 
boat accompanied by the dog, that 
whined its anxiety.

the Ernst a mass of flame's was pouring 
out of the companion hatches of the 
after-cabin. On arrival in quarantine 
here Capt. Ockelmann was much inter- 
ested to learn that the crew of the bark 
had been rescued by the French liner 
La Bourgogne earlier on the same day 
on which he boarded her. The dog,
